Another four years of leadership(by a 
party corroded with graft, without ideals and led by men 
too cynical to meet the challenge of the times, may lead 
this nation so far down the path to ruin th a t there will be 
no returning. 


It. can happen here. 
The big hope lies with the awakening and reawakening 
of millions who will use their time and energy and re­ 
sources in a constructive effort to save the future of this 
nation 
Thinking people are generally aware of the pres­ 
ent vita1 need for positive, individual participation m 
public affairs. Rut most people do little more than com­ 
plain about higher taxes, corruption and the trend toward 
a despotic national government. 
The situation th at confronts every American is well 
expressed in a bulletin issued by the 
Chrislophois, 
-in 
organization dedicated to stimulating individuals to as­ 
sume a personal responsibility in “restoring to the mar­ 
ket-place the spiritual truths upon which this tuition is 
founded and w ithout which it cannot survive.” 


You're on vour own—it’s entirely up to you—and here 
is what the Christophers say you can do about it during 
the next five months: 1) Vote as you choose. 
2) Better 
your own or any political party you like. 
3) Work as an 
independent voter if you so prefer. 
4) Act as a 
com­ 
mittee of one” in helping stir up tens of millions of Amer­ 
icans who fail to vote. 
“It is better to light one candle than to curse the dark­ 
ness." This is an admonition which every thinking Amer­ 
ican should bear in mind between now and November.

These counties have and still 
do supply municipal type se r­ 
vice to people living outside 
incorporated cities.

Well the catch is that the s e r ­ 
vices are paid out of the Coun­ 
ty General Fund. This m eans 
that the m an who lives in a 
city and pays city taxes for 
fire, police, and other m u n i­ 
cipal type services is also p a y ­ 
ing county taxes which are 
used to supply these services 
to his neighbor in the county 
who pays no city tax.

Dangerous threat to future ex­ 
pansion of the present Twenty- 
nine Palm s Highway by plans of 
the J. M. Montgomery civil en­ 
gineering company of Los An­ 
geles were cited last week by 
Chambers of Commerce through­ 
out the Morongo Basin area, af­ 
ter the Tw entynine Palms C ham ­ 
ber had sounded the alarm. 
Protests against proposed in­ 
stallation of a new power line 
only 32 feet from the center of 
the highway right-of-way have 
been filed with the San Bernar­ 
dino county board of supervisors 
by all Chambers of Commerce 
in the affected area. 
W hen California Electric re­ 
fused to install the additional 
high-line required to meet pow­ 
er dem ands of the new $16,000,­ 
000 Marine Corps Base in Twen­ 
tynine Palms, the Navy engaged 
the engineering firm to m ake a 
survey for a line to be installed 
by the Navy itself. 
Survey revealed that 
if the 
present power line is followed 
from Garnet to the Base, new 
poles would have to be installed, 
and as an alterantive, the en ­ 
gineering firm proposed to fol­ 
low the 
highway instead, in­ 
formed sources said. 
If this were to be permitted 
by the county board, no future
